John Noble was born in Detroit, 

Michigan, in 1923, attending school in 
that city until 1938 when he accompan¬ 
ied his parents to Germany, There he 
began to learn the photo industry in one 
of his father's factories, his father mean¬ 
while undergoing medical treatment 
nearby. 

With the outbreak of World War M 
the Noble family was interned in Nazi 
Germany* In 1945, when the Red Army 
occupied East Germany, the Nobles ex¬ 
pected liberation, instead of which, de¬ 
spite their United States citizenship, John 
and h is father were imprisoned by the 
Soviets, 

For fourteen months John Noble was 
held by the Soviet NKVD without ques¬ 
tioning or explanation. In 1946 he began 
two years imprisonment in East Germany 
at Muehlberg, From here he was sent to the infamous one-time Nazi camp at 
Buchenwald. In 1950 he was sentenced, without either charge or hearing, to 
fifteen years labor, and was sent, via Poland to the USSR. 

At the notorious Arctic slave camp, “Vorkuta," John spent four and one- 
half years in the mines, pushing two-ton coal cars. His weight dropped to less 
than 100 pounds. The cold was intense — 50 degrees and more below zero. 
In 1953 Noble participated in the first uprising against communism in the Soviet 
Union, when 100,000 of Vorkuta's 500,000 slave papulation revolted. He sur¬ 
vived this bloody rebellion and was able to smuggle out a postcard to his parents 
in Detroit, Michigan, thus letting them know he was still alive. In 1955, following 
the personal intervention of then President Eisenhower, John Noble was released 
by the Soviets. He had spent nine and one-half years in prison, dungeons and 
slave labor camps. 

John Noble now devotes his life warning Americans on the dangers of 
Communism.

I do 
realize that I should not prejudice what might be the 
advice of my successor, Mr. Mike McGagin, our new, 
energetic General Manager, a very winning, personable 
guy with business know-how.

Someone told me that you have had some difficulty with some of our 
speakers who offer the same price to you that they offer to everyone else 
and want you to get your commission on top of that. Obviously this puts 
you in an untenable position and you should not go along with such an ar¬ 
rangement, in my opinion* My problem has been the reverse, I have on 
several occasions put a price of $500.00 on a speech and have been told 
that I can be had through American Opinion for $400*00 As you know, I 
don't have any set fee, and sometimes I undoubtedly charge too much and 
other times too little. 

while back, you sent out a form letter, as 1 remember it, suggesting 
that the Speakers Bureau Would like to raise the commission to 30%. That 
suits me. But I have been wondering If I shouldn't raise the gross to 
$500, 00. Then your 30% would be $150.00, and my net would be $3 50.00. 
I am not necessarily trying to make more money out of the project, but I 
have found that when they don't want to pay, they are not apt to have a 
crowd either. 

As 1 may have told you before, 1 have for several years thought I was a 
little nutty because I am going all over the country speaking to a few hun¬ 
dred people and have not found the time to sit In my deo and make tapes

CPUSA ISSUES - 1965 (5) 


PARTY AIMS "The Communist Party today is waging an aggressive 
campaign against all sectors of American national life." 

"The ultimate aim of Communism is to refashion the image of 
man - to make him a servile creature of the state, obedient to the 
whims of the ruling Party clique." (2) 


EDUCATION NEEDED "Communism is, indeed, our paramount 

adversary, . . . The way to fight it is to study it, understand it, and 
discover what can be done about it. This cannot be achieved by 
dawdling at the spring of knowledge; it can only be accomplished by 
dipping deeply into thoughtful, reliable, and authoritative sources 
of information." (3). 


C. P. USA ISSUES -1964 "Currently, the Communist Party, U.S.A. 

(CPUSA) is stressing such d omestic issues as the racial struggle; the 
abolition of all internal security programs and of congressional commit¬ 
tees investigating communism; and the reduction of military spending 
with the diversion of such appropriations to a broad program of social 
welfare projects. In short, the party is attempting to exploit what it 
describes as the built-in problems of our modern, complex, industrial 
society and claiming, at ihe same time, that these problems can be 
resolved only under the Communist system. 

"On the international level, the party is dutifully echoing Soviet 
propaganda regarding peaceful coexistence and peaceful competition, 
disarmament, an end to nuclear testing and increased East-West trade. 
In every phase of its propaganda on international relations, the party 
line has been that all Soviet actions reveal a desire for easing tensions 
while American foreign policy is designed to incite world tensions." (4) 


COMMUNIST PARTY OF THE UNITED STATES 

I hand to the chairman for insertion the text of my testimony 
which deals with the Communist Party of the United States and its 
foreign allegiance to the Soviet Union. 

It would be difficult to single out any period since the passage of the Internal 
Security Act of 1950 in which the op timism of the Communist Part y, U.S.A. 

surpassed that exhibited in 1964. The most important reasons for this optimism 
were the December 17, 1963, decision of t he U.S. Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia rev ersin g the conviction of the party fo r fa iling to re gister under 
the provisions of the Internal Security Act of 1950 and the subsequent refusal 
of the U.S. Supreme Court on June 8, 1964, to review that decision.

DEFENSE EMPLOYMENT SANCTION 

Another section of the act prohibits the employment and the like of a party 
member in a defense facility designated by the Secretary of Defense. The Bureau 
referred approximately 30 cases to the Department as possible violations. 

On May 21, 1963, Eugene Frank Robel, of Seattle, Wash., was indicted under 
this section. Robel returned to his job following his release on bond. Further 
pros ecutive ste ps- have not been taken , it being noted that recent court decisions 
such as the Supreme Court decision on the passport sanction will have a bearing 
on whether or not the Robel case ever goes to trial. 


Communist Influence in Racial Matters 

The ever-increasing evidences of racial unrest in the country during the past 
year have witnessed a parallel in the increased emphasis being placed by the 
Communist Party, U.S.A. on the Negro question and tho racial movement 
generally. There are clea^-cut evidences that the party has not only been 
“talking,” but also has been directing and urging the increased participation by 
its adherents in the racial movement. As in any similar party effort at infiltra¬ 
tion, where there is participation there is influence in varying degrees. 

These party efforts, though embellished with high-sounding expressions by 
party leaders, claiming a sincere interest in the Negro and his problems, are, 
in reality, just another of the great deceptions practiced by the party through 
the years. Theirs is only a single aim; namely, the gaining of Communist objec¬ 
tives looking toward the ultimate goal of the spread of communism throughout 
the United States. The racial unrest, then, offers the party a ready-made spring¬ 
board from which it is able to project its strategy and tactics. 

The past year found the party devoting maximum attention to its efforts to 
influence civil rights developments. Always alert to exploit discontent and 
promote disorder, the party continued to regard the civil rights issue as one facet 
of the class struggle within the capitalist system. With this Marxist-Leninist 
analysis as a guide, the party h as as an ob j ective the use of the civil ri g hts issue 
to create a Ne gr o-labo r coali tion"w hich it wo uli i dominat e to advance the cause 
of communism in th e United State s. Asln the words of the party's general secre¬ 
tary, Gus Hall, “Jim Crow can be dealt with only by dealing with capitalism.”

Student Demonbtbations . University of California at Berkeley, 
Fall of 1964 

Mario Savio, student leader and spokesman for FSM and the demonstrators, 
has a previous arrest record for sit-in demonstrations. During the period No¬ 
vember 16-14, 1964, Savio was on a speaking tour of colleges in the Midwest and 
East seeking financial support for the arrested students. A close adviser who 
accompanied him on this tour was Bcitina Apthekcr , member of the W. E. B. 
DuBois Club of Berkele y (a Marxist-oriented vouth orga nization ) and dau g hter 
of Herbert A pt heker , p ublicl y identified in the Communist newspaper, The 
Worker, in its issue of July 30, 1961 . as a member of the National Committee of 
the Communist Part y, U.S.A. 

Individuals with - subversive backgrounds who participated in the demonstra¬ 
tions included 5 faculty members and 38 individua ls who were students or con¬ 
nected with the Universit y" of California in some rapacity. 


STEPPED-UP PARTY PROGRAMS 


The Communist Party in this country in 1964 greatly stepped up its programs 
designed t.o increase its membership through the re cruitme nt of youth; to place 
part y leaders on coll ege campuses; to increase the diss em ination o7its propag anda ; 

und to create the fa lse impression that it is a legi timate p olitica l party by 
announcing its intention to enter candidates in State and local electrons. 

All of these activities are carefully designed to inculcate as a part of the normal 
environment a high regard for the Soviet society and contempt and hatred for the 
democratic principles of our own social and political organization.

Forei g n alle g ianc e 

We must never lose sight of the fact that the optimistic Communist Party in 
the United States is an organization which is under the firm control and gui dance 
of the Soviet Union. It owes alle gi ance onl y to_the Soviet Union and has se rved 
directly and willingly as an adjunct to Soviet policy. This is the "only conclusion 
possible from any objective review of the history of the Communist Party, U.S.A. 

In the Communist Party, U.S.A. the Soviets possess the uni qu e advanta ge of 
commanding their own forces behind t lie linesj)f the declared enem y and of havin g 
th e enem y accord’ s uch forces th e status oT Tegal "p artic ip ants in the q uest for 
p olitical p ower —even though many of the activities of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. are essentially treasonable. To put it bluntly, the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. looks upon our Government as its enemy w.iich it seeks to overthrow— 
by forceful means, if necessary.

new soviet consulates 

Long seeking greater official representation in the United States which would 
be more widely spread over the country, a cherished goal of the Soviet intelli gence 
gervices was realized when the Unit ed States s ig ned an ag reement with the Sovi et. 
Union on June 1 , 1964 , p rovidin g for the reciprocal establishment of consulates 
m our respective countries. 

One Soviet intelligence officer in commenting on the agreement spoke of the 
wonderful opportunity this presented his service and that it would enable the 
Soviets to enhance their intelligence operations. 

transmission belts for soviet-bloc official personnel 

In involving the great bulk of their official personnel in intelligence activity in 
one way or another, the Soviets utilize to the fullest extent p ossible an y and all 
officiali m-ans midi as the United Nations , trade delegations, and the like, as 
transmission belts to carry additional intelligence personnel into this country. 
Here are some examples to illustrate this fact. 


The Communists work untiringly to change our form of government while, a* 
the same time, they attem p t to be acce p ted as le gi timate p artners in our societ y 
and to achieve respectability! Not only young people, but all Americans should 
be cognizant of the party’s propagandizing ana should be alert to the falsities of 
the Communist claims. Nothing can defeat this Communist propaganda offensive 
more quickly than the truth. This does not mean that we must merely counter 
communism. We must at the same time deepen and enrich our own heritage of 
freedom. 

Party leaders would ho pe that this country would conside r the party strength 
here to be ins ignificant. It wo uld be fateful to so co nsider it. The party in this 
country is operated by a corps of hardened, disriplmed Cony minists^ who feeHhat 

party is far greateF than its size would indicate and the small band of openly 
admitted Communists is bulwarked by the innumerable inactive party members 
who are patiently waiting for such events as the complete defeat of the Internal 
Security Act of 1950. These individuals have not disclaimed the party and. as 
legal restrictions are removed, many of those now sitting on the sidelines can be 

expected to move back into action. ___
